As most of you are aware, Art Bell quit his show a few 
months ago. We report on some of those happenings in 
this issue. At this writing, Art appears to be back full 
time and no one Ms a clue what tlie source of his diffi- 
culties were. 

We also have an interesting look into Project Silver Bug, 
as well as Greg Wheeler's regular article. 
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|his past June, a 
remarkable 
report briefly 
bobbed to the surface 
of the mass media 
ocean. Although it 
merited a full meal of 
coverage, it garnered 
even less than a sound bite in the 
busy cafeteria of news about various 
Capitol Hill political intrigues. But 
its message was delivered, and it 
may signal a sea change in the way 
that UFO events are viewed by 
some establishment scientists. In 
this report, a distinguished academi- 
cian, Dr. Peter A. Sturrock, Professor 
of Applied Physics at Stanford 
University, went on record along 
with a cohort of colleagues with the 
following announcement: 

// would be valuable to carefully evalu- 
ate UFO reports since, whenever 
there are unexplained observations, 
there is the possibility that scientists 
will learn something new. 

Within the report, Sturrock's assess- 
ment of existing UFO research was 
both encouraging and dishearten- 
ing. The Sturrock Committee report 
lends much needed support to the 
emerging discipline of First Contact 
Science. But it also reminds us as 
well how little we have progressed 
in the 30 years since the Condon 
report successfully discouraged 
"legitimate scientific interest." 

One has to admire the awesome 
power of sanctioning authority 
when evaluating the last three 
decades of scientific UFO investiga- 
tions. From a social science perspec- 
tive, there is no better case study 
than the role that the Condon report 



played in suppressing widespread 
interest in UFO research. 

The Sturrock Report may have gone 
a long way toward restoring the 
flow of interest and inquiry which 
Dr. Condon's report dammed shut. 
But long before this report, a psy- 
chologist who was originally central 
to the Condon investigation stated 
much the same thing, in even bolder 
language. Dr. David Saunders clear- 
ly understood the social function Dr. 
Condon performed. After several 
embarrassing public comments 
made by Condon, Saunders came to 
see Condon as needing to release a 
negative report, and quotes him as 
saying as much. 

Condon was willing to speculate... on 
what would happen if the Project ever 
did find evidence to support [ETHJ... he 
would put the evidence in his brief- 
case and take it straight to the 
President... 2 

Saunders own amazing observation 
was that: 

All of us were agreed on one thing — 
we wanted to do whatever we could to 
preserve the scientific validity and 
respectability of the UFO question. 
We were seriously concerned by the 
substantial likelihood that Condon's 
own contribution to the Final Report 
would be so "negative" as to stifle fur- 
ther scientific investigation of UFOs for 
another 20 years or even more. (!!!) 3 

Saunders did admit that he himself 
felt several important aspects of the 
UFO evidence lent themselves to 
assertions that the involvement of 
intelligence was the simplest and 
most powerful explanation. This 
may have been the most important 
factor undermining his critique. 4

Many have seen conspiracy in 
Condon's actions, and perhaps they 
are right. But even so, a conspiracy 
could not add much more than 
emphasis to a process which takes 
place on its own when science - or 
specifically, paradigms of knowing - 
come into question. The conserva- 
tive, self-preserving nature of exist- 
ing worldviews is well known, yet 
like insights obtained in psychother- 
apy, hard to apply to real-life situa- 
tions. 

Although the public has a strong 
belief that UFO evidence has been 
suppressed and discredited in order 
to discourage investigations, the 
power of such negative sanction is 
not easily overcome. For example, 
the years of ridiculous "swamp gas" 
and "weather balloon" pseudo-scien- 
tific explanations still wither legiti- 
mate scientific interest, even in well- 
documented public UFO events 
such as the Phoenix [Arizona] lights 
of 1997. If the source of these expla- 
nations is considered authoritative, 
the preconception that UFO reports 
are bogus has become so strong that 
such evidence can be discredited by 
simple official denial. 

The Sturrock investigation seems a 
much needed antidote to these tac- 
tics. We wish to highlight some of 
the report's conclusions, and extend 
them further with a view toward the 
First Contact Science which we have 
long advocated. 

The Near Death of UFO 
Research 

In 1969 the Scientific Study of 
Unidentified Flying Objects s , widely 
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publicized as The Condon Report, 
was published following many 
months of pre-release controversy. 
While commissioned to be the most 
objective, scientific review of the 
UFO phenomenon to date, it's 
impartiality appeared to be compro- 
mised by negative public statements 
made by Condon during the investi- 
gation. In the eyes of those like Co- 
Principle Investigator and psycholo- 
gist David Saunders, Condon's pre- 
suppositions were never placed in 
jeopardy by any of the data. 

Stur rock's analysis emphasizes that 
the credibility of the Condon Report 
was largely unquestioned by the sci- 
entific establishment to whom it was 
directed, and is still definitive. 

The "Condon Report, " presenting the 
findings of the Colorado Project on a 
scientific study of unidentified flying 
objects, has been and remains the 
most influential public document con- 
cerning the scientific status of this 
problem. Hence, all current scientific 
work on the UFO problem must make 
reference to the Condon Report. 6 

Since then, while UFOs may cause 
"widespread public interest" they 
elicit "comparatively little interest 
from most scientists, who— to judge 
from their public statements-per- 
ceive the study of this phenomenon 
not only as unproductive but also as 
not respectable." 7 This rejection of 
the subject matter as a whole is 
attributed by Sturrock to many 
forces working together, not the 
least of which is the apparent basic 
contradiction posed by the so-called 
Extraterrestrial Hypothesis (ETH): 
Simply stated, UFOs cannot possi- 
bly be extraterrestrial because cur- 
rent scientific knowledge forbids it. 
Or in Sturrock' s own words, 

When faced with such a possibility, the 
scientist tends to look at the implica- 
tions of such a hypothesis. In making 
his deductions, he has available a great 
store of information concerning the 
solar system, the universe, laws of 
physics, and conditions in which living 
organisms can survive. Using this infor- 
mation, the scientist may well conclude 
that the hypothesis must be rejected. 



Sturrock notes that this was essen- 
tially the thinking which held 
Condon at arms length from any 
serious consideration of the ETH for 
any of the documented UFO events 
available to him. 

In sum, it is my opinion that weak- 
nesses of the Condon Report are an 
understandable but regrettable conse- 
quence of a misapprehension con- 
cerning the nature and subtlety of the 
phenomenon. It is also my opinion 
that there is much in the Condon 
Report that could be used in support 
of the proposition that an analysis of 
the totality of UFO reports would show 
that a signal emerges from the noise 
and that the signal is not readily com- 
prehensible in terms of phenomena 
now well known to science. 9 

Sturrock has developed a methodol- 
ogy from this review of Condon, 
which he summarized as follows: 

The UFO problem is perhaps closer to 
astronomy than physics. No single 
observation of the position of a single 
planet establishes Kepler's law. No 
single observation of the position and 
magnitude of a single star establishes 
that the sun is in a disc-shaped 
galaxy. Nor can data concerning a sin- 
gle star confirm a proposed theory of 
stellar evolution. In discussing astro- 
nomical problems, it is essential to 
combine evidence derived from many 
observations. The strength of the 
observational facts may become sig- 
nificant only when very large numbers 
of observations are combined:" 

To accomplish this task, Sturrock 
discusses ways of accumulating and 
then sorting data, creating a "cata- 
log" of events from which patterns 
might emerge, defined by a set of 
carefully pre-established rules for 
judging significant from random 
associations. 

. . . patterns that appear consistently in 
data derived from several sources are 
far more significant than a pattern that 
shows up in the data of one source 
but not in the data of other sources. 
"Strong" facts of this type can be 
obtained only by careful cataloging of 
data from as many responsible 
sources as one can find. After a cata- 
log has been compiled and patterns 
supported by the weight of evidence in 
the catalog have been established, 
one can then begin the comparison of 



evidence and hypotheses. (An out- 
standing example of this process is 
the construction of the Hertzsprung- 
Russell diagram in astrophysics, which 
provides the crucial test for any theory 
of stellar evolution.) This procedure is 
complex, calling for a careful organiza- 
tion of theoretical work and data 
reduction. A "bookkeeping" procedure 
for organizing the many judgments 
involved in this stage of scientific 



This is the crux of the matter and 
also the most difficult of tasks, espe- 
cially in cases when certain UFO 
events are suppressed from the cata- 
log by official secrecy. Sturrock 
addresses this by acknowledging 
the involvement of governmental 
agencies in providing or denying 
access to restricted information, 
even to the Condon investigators 
with security clearances. He quotes 
Condon: "where secrecy is known to 
exist, one can never be absolutely 
sure that he knows the complete 
truth." 

Assuming that private UFO investi- 
gations never rely on classified data 
becoming unclassified, and only 
looked at publicly available events, 
the interpretive problem still 
remains unsolved: When is a UFO 
event really unidentified, and what 
criteria must be applied before con- 
cluding that a real unidentified 
event has occurred with enough reli- 
ability to extend explanatory cate- 
gories beyond that of "permanent 
mystery?" 

Saunders discussed this in his book. 
He proposed a concept of "remarka- 
bility" which goes beyond the statis- 
tics of probability models toward 
that of a more "common sense" 
approach. Without going into 
detail here, it is very similar to 
Sturrock's cataloging proposal and 
allows for a reasonable assessment 
of the type of data which can be 
very difficult to assimilate. 

Saunders also discussed some inter- 
esting research about the problem of 
researcher bias, which he started 
shortly after he was dismissed from 
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the Condon committee. He and a 
student investigator appeared to 
find five general classifications of 
"prejudice" toward UFO data which 
could affect the outcome of any 
UFO research plan. That is, who 
decides what data can be included 
can be a more important factor than 
what data is being considered. 
Saunders found five categories of 
presupposition in his study, which 
are briefly summarized as follows: 

• Prejudiced: The UFO problem 
is a "nonsense" problem. All 
reports are garbage data. 

• Party-liner: The UFO problem 
is a "nuisance" problem, attribut- 
able to potentially well defined 
physical and/or psychological 
causes. 

• Skeptic: The ETH is neither 
accepted nor rejected a priori, but 
it is not established yet whether 
the data does or does not support 
such a conclusion. 

• Believer: Tlie ETH is accepted 
as true, but the outstanding ques- 
tion concerns the identity and/or 
motives of these intelligences. 

• Contactee: Each UFO event is 
the source of new information 
about the motives and identity of 
alien beings?* 

These categorizations need contem- 
porary validation, but it brings to 
the forefront that First Contact 
Science, like any discipline, must 
establish strong methods for sorting 
out aspects of the "personal equa- 
tion" which any investigator might 
bring to the process, while at the 
same time appreciating that such 
categories of response to the 
unknown are themselves meaningful 
and part of our human world- 
views— our very systems of "know- 
ing." 

Finally, in evaluating a hypothesis, 
one must avoid procedures of data 
reduction that depend upon the truth 
or falseness of that hypothesis. Put 



another way, one must avoid "theory- 
dependent" arguments. This require- 
ment, above all, makes the appraisal 
of the UFO phenomenon very difficult: 
if we entertain the hypothesis that the 
phenomenon may be due to an 
extremely advanced civilization, we 
must face the possibility that many 
ideas that we accept as simple truths 
may, in a wider and more sophisticat- 
ed context, not be as simple and may 
not even be truths. . . 16 

The Sleeper Awakens 

In 1996, Sturrock was given the 
chance to try his own hand at UFO 
investigations after encountering a 
now well-known UFO research 
benefactor, Mr. Laurence S. 
Rockefeller. About a year following 
that meeting, Dr. Sturrock obtained 
funding to chair a symposium 
intended to look closely at some of 
the best UFO reports publicly avail- 
able, presented by various estab- 
lished UFO researchers. 16 

The Sturrock symposium did give 
merit to the general idea of scientific 
investigations of UFO phenomena, 
but it is noteworthy that the 
methodology used was substantially 
different than that suggested by 
either Saunders or Sturrock. 
Instead, the evaluative criterion 
was scientific "business as usual": 

The best prospect for achieving a 
meaningful evaluation of relevant 
hypotheses is likely to come from the 
examination of physical evidence. 17 

At first blush, this approach seems 
to be at odds with Sturrock's own 
suggestions for any future work on 
UFOs proposed at the time of his 
review of the Condon Report, and 
instead an orthodox adoption of the 
same classical science methods used 
by Condon in rejecting the validity 
of any UFO data! Sturrock made 
this analysis in his review of 
Condon. 

...a minimal criticism that one might 
make is that the efforts of many indi- 
viduals found no satisfactory integra- 
tion. This failing may have been due in 
part to a faulty initial conception of the 
nature of the phenomenon. If, as the 



Director may have believed, the phe- 
nomenon could be tackled as a 
straightforward problem of physical 
science, there might now be little dis- 
agreement among the scientific com- 
munity regarding the validity and con- 
clusions of the Report. The UFO phe- 
nomenon appears instead to be more 
akin to some of the enigmatic phe- 
nomena of modern astronomy, such 
as the sources of gamma-ray bursts. 
Concerning these strange objects, we 
do not know where they are, we do 
not know what they are, and we can 
only speculate on how they function; 
but these limitations, severe as they 
are, by no means deter astronomers 
and astrophysicists from studying 
them as intensively as possible. 

Concerning UFOs, we are not sure 
whether they are hoaxes, illusions, or 
real. If real, we do not know whether 
the reality is of a psychological and 
sociological nature, or one that 
belongs in the realm of physics. If the 
phenomenon has physical reality, we 
do not know whether it can be under- 
stood in terms of present-day physics, 
or whether it may present us with an 
example of 21st century (or 30th cen- 
tury) physics in action. If one is, 
indeed, facing a problem of this mag- 
nitude, it is necessary to devote the 
utmost care to the scientific methodol- 
ogy involved in the project. 18 

In terms of Saunders' five categories 
of presupposition, Sturrock seems to 
approach the research problem 
clearly from the "party-line" direc- 
tion. He states: 

The general perception in the scientific 
community is that, if UFO reports pose 
a scientific problem at all, it has more 
to do with psychology and the science 
of perception than with physical sci- 
ence. 

Indeed, most reports simply comprise 
narrative accounts of what someone 
saw or thought he saw in the sky. 
Sometimes the reports involve more 
than one witness, and sometimes an 
event is witnessed from two or more 
different locations. However, the fact is 
that physical scientists cannot get 
involved in the UFO problem unless 
there is physical evidence. The pur- 
pose of this workshop was to assess 
whether or not there is any such evi- 
dence. If the answer is no, then there 
is no way that physical scientists can 
contribute to the resolution of this 
problem. If, on the other hand, the 
answer is yes, then it should be possi- 
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ble for physical scientists to contribute 
to the resolution of this problem. 20 

The contribution of physical science 
is hampered, however, by criteria of 
what constitutes a valid unit of data, 
especially when certain forms of 
data, such as photographs or inter- 
ference phenomena can be dis- 
missed because they do not con- 
form to the patterns of "normal sci- 
ence." 

In responding to this presentation, the 
panel took the position that evidence 
of interference with aircraft equipment 
is interesting but, in the absence of 
corroborative data from flight 
recorders and other mechanical or 
electrical recording equipment, the evi- 
dence presented must be regarded as 
anecdotal. It is quite possible that the 
persons making the report summa- 
rized above did indeed see unusual 
and striking phenomena. It does 
appear that the airplane departed from 
its normal flight path, but this could 
have happened for a variety of rea- 
sons. As with reports related to other 
categories of physical evidence, the 
evidence summarized in this section 
should be regarded as suggestive but 
far from sufficient 21 

None of the cases presented provide 
clear proof of a sample that is outside 
present scientific knowledge. 22 

This said, it is interesting to note the 
language used to describe samples 
which the author has clearly said 
cannot be explained by current sci- 
entific knowledge: 

But instead of calling into question 
basic assumptions, the data itself is 
negated. 

it is remarkable that the scientific com- 
munity has exhibited so little curiosity 
in the past... There is no doubt that 
this lack of curiosity is due in part to a 
lack of reliable and accessible infor- 
mation. 23 

Again, the difficulties for the author 
are immense. He notes that the 
UFO field carries with it negative 
associations while at the same time 
investigators, using their expertise 
in a casual fashion, have "arm- 
chaired" impressive data into off- 



the-shelf categories, all of which 
attempt to end the mystery. In his 
own report, Sturrock shows that 
much of the best evidence cannot be 
understood, and yet because it can 
probably be understood, such expla- 
nations are taken for granted as 
"good enough" and the "strangeness 
quotient" readily reduced to zero. 
For example, 

After 21 years of activity, the GEPAN/ 
SEPRA files now contain about 3,000 
UFO reports supplied by the 
Gendarmerie. About 100 of these 
reports were found to justify specific 
investigations. Of this number, only a 
few cases remain unexplained today. 34 

What exactly does "explained" mean 
in this context? Did the "swamp 
gas" hypothesis "explain" the lights 
seen over the Florida swamp, or 
"running lights" explain the Phoenix 
lights of 1997? And what is the 
power of "unexplained events" in 
shifting the hypothesis machine out 
of neutral? 

Conclusion 

While such easy dismissal of para- 
digm-busting observations occurs 
regularly in everyday science, it is 
curious to see how someone with an 
open mind, such at Sturrock, can 
still look at data which defies rea- 
sonable explanation, and say that 
there is "nothing new" in the obser- 
vation. Surely that represents a psy- 
chosocial phenomenon as much or 
more of interest to First Contact 
Science as any process of mere 
observational science. Namely, UFO 
events are so incredibly strange and 
outside the range of everyday con- 
ceptual categories that only a 
hypothesis-dependent conclusion 
can suffice: "since a large mass can- 
not suddenly move at right angles 
to its line of motion, what I just saw 
cannot be a large mass." 

I would advocate to Dr. Sturrock 
that he reconsider his earlier 
methodological insights and pro- 
ceed with the installation of a fil- 



tered database model, perhaps addi- 
tionally incorporating Saunder's 
"remarkability" criterion. With these 
and other innovative approaches, 
perhaps the anchor of the Condon 
Report can finally be lifted. 
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This issue, there's one news topic for 
which we're devoting the whole col- 
umn: the fiasco surrounding Art Bell 
quitting his program "forever" and 
then returning two weeks later. 

Here's an excerpt from Art Bell's res- 
ignation announcement: 

"You may recall about a year ago... I 
told you that there was an event, a 
threatening terrible event occurred 
to my family, which I could not tell 
you about. Because of that event, 
and a succession of other events, 
what you're listening to right now is 
my final broadcast on the air. This is 
it folks, I'm going off the air and will 
not return. . . 

What you are listening to, is MY 
FINAL BROADCAST... That is the 
end of this man's broadcast career." 
- Art Bell 

2:50 AM PDT, Oct 13, 1998 

This came as quite a shock to Art's 
network, Premiere Radio Networks. 
The following press release was 
made by Premiere three days later: 

Premiere Radio Networks 
Statement to the Press 
Coast to Coast AM with Art Bell 
Dreamland with Art Bell 



October 16, 1998 - Kraig T. Kitchin, 
President/COO of Premiere Radio 
Networks today announced, 
"Premiere Radio Networks will con- 
tinue to distribute both Art Bell's 
Coast to Coast and Dreamland pro- 
grams in the regularly scheduled 
time slots. For a short duration, Art 
has requested special guest hosts to 
do his show. On October 19, veteran 
talk radio broadcaster Hilly Rose 
will be the first of several potential 
guest hosts. The program's tradition 
of including knowledgeable guests 
will continue during this period. 
Art Bell will make a statement to his 
listeners during the first hour of his 
broadcast on Monday October 19 on 
Coast to Coast with Art Bell." 

As advertised, Hilly Rose played a 
prerecorded announcement made 
by Art Bell, which said, in part: 

"I [resigned] because of a terrible 
life-threatening event which 
occurred to my family about a year 
ago, as well as events subsequent to 
it... Since my resignation, my net- 
work has been doing their very best 
to help resolve the situation. 
Frankly on the night I resigned, I 
thought it could not be resolved. 
Now, I hope it can. ..It certainly was 
not a publicity stunt or contract ploy 
as rumored by my competitors and 
detractors." 
- Art Bell 

Then, finally, on October 23, Art 
made one more announcement: 

"The situation has improved to 
some degree, and I pray it'll contin- 
ue to do that. I WILL NOT further 
exacerbate the crisis by making pub- 
lic what should remain private... To 
again state as categorically as I'm 
able, this was not any kind of hoax 
or stunt, it was not a contract ploy 
nor a negotiation tactic for more 
money. Money has never been a 
goal for me in doing this program, 
NEVER... I'm very happy 
to report, I WILL RETURN to Coast 



to Coast AM and Dreamland begin- 
ning Wednesday night, October 
28th." 
- Art Bell 

When he returned on October 28, 
Art Bell said, in part 

"When I signed off the air, I told you 
that it had to do with a terrible life- 
threatening event that occurred to 
me, to my family actually, a year 
ago and events that were subse- 
quent to that and that was it. I was 
off the air. Well, that's still true. That 
event occurred and became an 
absolute crisis on the night mat I 
signed off... actually prior to it. 
Something that I thought would 
take my complete full-time attention 
and for a period of time, of course, it 
did. Boy, did it! ...The Press...little 
did I know 

what would occur. Within 24 hours, 
I had a full-time encampment of 
Press around my home... During 
this time, my network stepped in 
and helped me. That's what has 
made possible my return tonight 
Now, not that what happened didn't 
happen. It's not that what happened 
is still not very serious and life- 
threatening, because it is. Obviously 
I would love to be able to tell you 
about it. Believe me, I would. But, if 
I did, I would IMMEDIATELY harm 
my family and so I'm not going to 
do that"

As a competitor to Art Bell, ParaNet 
was initially excited to have the 
opportunity to expand its program 
as a response to Bell's apparent exit. 
We were in touch with many syndi- 
cators and programming networks 
in the days that followed. When 
Bell returned, we were both relieved 
and frustrated. Our selfish reasons 
should be obvious. On the other 
hand, Bell was apparently respond- 
ing to a threat to his family. We 
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were relieved that the problem, 
whatever it was, was being dealt 
with. However, there are a few 
things in Bell's statements that indi- 
cate a lack of perception on his part 
that we find appalling. Bell was 
apparently surprised at the media 
and public response. What did he 
expect? A highly rated talk show 
host had quit without warning to 
his network, and refused to offer a 
reason other than a vague threat. 
His exit came during the twice year- 
ly National Association of 
Broadcasters (NAB) convention, and 
within days of the announcement 
that Clear Channel Broadcasting 
had purchased Jacor/ Premiere. It 
would be only natural to suspect a 
contract ploy or publicity stunt. His 
statements invite speculation, some- 
thing that he as a bellwether of pub- 
lic opinion should have been able to 
anticipate. We find it hard to believe 
that he could have been so naive. 
He also said that money has NEVER 
been part of the equation for him. 
We find that to be highly unlikely. 
As his only source of income, his 
radio show fed his family for years. 
He stated in his book The Art of 
Talk that he made $9 Million from 
the sale of his show to Jacor. If 
money is not important to him any- 
more, it's because he no longer 
needs it. We don't dispute that he 
has had a longstanding interest in 
radio, and many in the broadcast 
industry would agree that it's not 
easy to get rich in this industry. But 
his words leave a bad taste in our 
mouths. ParaNet hopes that what- 
ever individual or group threatened 
him and his family is located and 
incarcerated, and we wish him luck 
in solving the problems that have 
resulted. We hope he will be as 
forthcoming as he promises once the 
danger is past. 



Within two weeks of Art's return, on 
November 13 (Friday the 13th) the 
Council for Media Integrity (CMI) 
and the Committee for the Scientific 
Investigation of Claims of the 



Paranormal (CSICOP), held a press 
conference in which they presented 
an award to Art Bell, host of the 
radio program, "Coast to Coast, 
AM". Called "The Snuffed Candle 
Award," it is meant to recognize 
people "for encouraging credulity, 
presenting pseudoscience as gen- 
uine, and contributing to the pub- 
lic's lack of understanding of the 
methods of scientific inquiry." The 
previous winner of this award was 
Dan Aykroyd for his show "The PSI- 
Factor." 

According to Paul Kurtz, chairman 
of CSICOP and coordinator of the 
new Council, "The media have now 
virtually replaced the schools, col- 
leges, and universities as the main 
source of information for the general 

public the irresponsibility of 

some of the media in the area of sci- 
ence and the paranormal is a world- 
wide problem. But it especially 
applies to the United States, where 
the media have been distorting sci- 
ence, and in particular presenting 
pseudoscience as genuine science." 

CSICOP added, that they are 
"appalled by the number of 'docu- 
mentaries,' which are really enter- 
tainment programs, presenting 
fringe science as real science. The 
Council is critical of the many talk 
shows devoted to the paranormal, 
in which claims in favor of the para- 
normal are given a platform but 
skeptical dissent is rarely heard. A 
statement endorsed by members of 
the Council maintained that, "If the 
United States is to continue to pro- 
vide leadership and compete in the 
global economy, then we need to 
raise the level of scientific literacy 
and understanding of the general 
public. We are not, of course, asking 
that TV producers not run these 
shows or make a profit. We surely 
do not wish to censor the media. We 
only ask that they provide some bal- 
ance and provide some appreciation 
of the scientific approach. The coun- 
cil will monitor such programs, and 



attempt to persuade producers, 
directors, writers, and the general 
public to leave room for the appreci- 
ation of scientific methods of 
inquiry. We realize that the media 
are being attacked from all sides, 
but we think that a plea for raising 
the level of understanding of science 
should be heard." 

While ParaNet agrees that Mr. Bell 
deserves this award, we also believe 
that CSICOP should not throw 
stones. CSICOFs mission seems to 
be to debunk everything that comes 
along, also with insufficient scientif- 
ic inquiry. We won't pretend that 
we have not been guilty of occasion- 
ally airing insufficiently researched 
ideas, but we at least make a con- 
scious effort to present our opinion 
on some of the things that are 
"going around" in the UFO and 
paranormal communities. 

ParaNet strives to get at the truth, 
while attempting to be as entertain- 
ing as possible in the venue of a talk 
show.

As we discussed the theme of this 
issue of Continuum, we felt it 
was necessary to take a hard 
look at what has developed publicly 
concerning Project Silver Bug. 
Therefore, we have dedicated this entire 
issue to this project. 



Tim Matthews, a British UFO 
researcher, first came to our attention 
during the early part of 1998. Tim pub- 
lished a paper via the Internet 
titled, Flying Saucers - Secret 
History. This paper has stirred up 
a considerable controversy between 
the "die-hard" alien agenda fans 
and those that tend to approach the 
whole saucer business from a more 
centered angle allowing for all pos- 
sibilities to be considered. Tim's 
paper presents a well-researched 
and footnoted anthology of circular 
airframe designs that were pio- 
neered beginning in the 1930s. This 
research and development, far from 
being alien in origin, had its early 
roots as far back as the 1930s. 
Despite numerous documents to 
substantiate Tim's claims, many in 
the UFO community seem to prefer 
the non-scientific method of attack- 
ing a man's personality rather than 
his evidence. Of course, this is true 
to form and perhaps one reason 
why this very important topic has 
not received much attention. It 
simply doesn't fulfill some people's fan- 
tasies about what UFOs are. However, 
any inquiry of any value must look at 
all possibilities, no matter how far from 
our beliefs they may be. 




With this in mind, let's ask a question: 
Could any or all UFO sightings be 
attributed to man-made devices? 

In Tim Matthews' article, we find that 
there is strong evidence that the 
Germans were working on saucer tech- 
nology. Although actual reports of them 
flying are merely anecdotal, there is suffi- 
cient evidence available through Tim's 
article to suggest that several govern- 
ments were pursuing saucer technology. 



Since we have reprinted Tim's article in 
this issue, we will not go over it 
in fine detail. 

In 1995, the government released a tech- 
nical report titled, Project Silver 
Bug. According to the document, marked 
SECRET, plans were being drawn up in 
1955 for a disc that was to be 75-feet in 
diameter, utilizing a radical propulsion 
technology the radial flow engine.

This disc, according to the engineering 
report, would be capable of flying over 
2400 miles per hour at an altitude of 
80,000 feet, with a range of about 4, 000 
miles. Although the technical report 
does not give any clues to the actual 
construction of this device, known as 
the Y2, can we reasonably speculate that 
one of these devices was built and 
flown? Without the actual documents 
to prove that such a device was built 
and flown, we cannot conclude defini- 
tively that this actually happened. 
However, we can extract certain clues 
from the technical report as well as 
clues from an article which appeared in 
Volume 19 of Look Magazine from June 



14th, 1955, the same year that the ATIC 
technical report was prepared. Strange 
coincidence? Perhaps. 

In the Look Magazine article, a picture 
graces the cover which looks suspi- 
ciously like the technical drawings from 
the Project Silver Bug report. Below the 
drawing is a caption: "Is this the REAL 
Flying Saucer? A craft that will outrun 
and outmaneuver our present jets and 
eliminate vulnerable runways need- 
ed by our air guardians." The article 
goes on to discuss a "rumored" 
Canadian saucer project which was 
working on saucer technology. The 
article further discusses underground 
hangers with tubes that would rise 
through the ground to the surface of 
the earth, allowing a vertical take off 
and landing of these devices, con- 
cealing their location away from 
enemy forces that otherwise might 
bomb the runways as was done with 
conventional military aircraft 

What appears to be a "smoking gun" 
revelation has seemingly died on the 
vine as the years passed, without so 
much as a debate in the halls of 
UFOlogy. Why? 

Some might respond that it is 
because the researchers and investi- 
gators are fearful to look into this 
angle because the alien question 
might dissolve. However, even with this 
level of denial by UFOlogists, I am not 
convinced that Project Silver Bug 
amounts to anything more than another 
elaborate smoke screen designed by the 
government to dupe the public into 
believing that saucer technology, as 
described in the technical report, is 
nothing more than an advanced form of 
aerial weaponry. Yet, even with this 
scenario, we may be tempted to throw 
out the baby with the bath water, we 
must look a bit deeper into this before 
we dismiss it as mere misinformation. 
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Flying Saucers - Secret History

Over the last few months new informa- 
tion has emerged relating to the terres- 
trial origins of flying saucers. This goes 
to the heart of modern-day UFO 
research and because we neither claim 
that UFOs are of ET origin nor that fly- 
ing saucer sightings are explainable as 
evidence of natural phenomena or sim- 
ply "misidentifications" of mundane 
phenomena we are under attack from 
all sides. Nevertheless, the evidence we 
have put forward has encouraged many 
researchers to become engaged in a 
debate that some people might have 
hoped had gone away. 

The fundamental point to make is that, 
according to a great deal of UFO litera- 
ture, despite the best efforts of 
researchers to identify the objects 
described in UFO reports there remains 
a hard core, perhaps 1-2%, that are said 
to represent 'true' or 'real' UFO phe- 
nomena. Therefore the evidence sug- 
gests that many of this 'core' of 1-2% of 
sightings relates to structured craft of 
'unknown' origin. In this case, I am 
writing about flying saucers - often 
quite small, seemingly constructed of 
some metallic substance - occasionally 
described as 'brushed' aluminum: 

Take for example the McMinnville, 
Oregon, photographs taken by Paul 
Trent on 11th May 1950. These are some 




of the best examples of a saucer photo- 
graph and extensive analysis has shown 
that: "This is one of the few UFO reports 
in which all factors investigated, geo- 
metric, psychological, and psychical, 
appear to be consistent with the asser- 
tion that an extraordinary flying object, 
silvery, metallic, disk-shaped, tens of 
meters in diameter, and evidently artifi- 
cial, flew within sight of two witnesses." 

This is very important UFO research 
which shines new light on this most 
'elusive' mystery of the Twentieth 
Century. Perhaps it is time for a little 
demystification. . . . 

We suspect that 'flying saucers' were 
developed, to 
some extent 
in parallel, on 
either side of 
the Atlantic 
during the 
Second World 
War. This 
realization, or 
understand- 
ing, is becom- 
ing increas- 
ingly a focus 
for research 
even though a 

long period of time has passed since 
those developments took place. Our 
research might be said to represent a 
'small voice of calm' within the UFO 
community, whose increasingly shrill 
calls for Western governments to 'come 
clean about UFOs and aliens' tend to 
obscure the truth about flying saucers. 

To others, our research is an example of 
the 'Federal Hypothesis', that which 
states that: 

"The answer seems to be that , in the 
USA at least, UFOs are controlled not so 
much by an intelligence as by an 
Intelligence Agency". 

In the first place, it is certainly not the 
case the new generation of man-made 
flying saucer advocates are "apologists" 



for Nazism as is suggested by the skep- 
tics who claim that because some "nazi" 
saucer researchers are of dubious politi- 
cal persuasion then all subsequent 
research is invalid. 

This type of guilt by association is, of 
course, a rather ineffective way of argu- 



ing with the evidence. 



Secondly, debunkers argue that because 
some supposed sightings of flying 
saucers have been explained or that 
they are explainable then all sightings 
should be called into question. The 
reader has seen that there are impres- 
sive UFO sightings that clearly relate to 
structured circular craft and that these 
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have been reported from around the 
world with a concentration upon the 
USA - a fact which surprises few 
researchers. 

Despite the argument that German sci- 
entists had no more advanced technolo- 
gy than the allies, one American was 
very clear as to the technical achieve- 
ments of nazi scientists: Major General 
Hugh Knerr, Deputy Commanding 
General for Administration of US 
Strategic Forces in Europe, wrote to 
Lieutenant General Carl Spatz in March 
1945: 

"Occupation of German scientific and 
industrial establishments has revealed 
the fact that we have been alarmingly 
backward in many fields of research, if 
we do not take this opportunity to seize

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the apparatus and the brains that devel- 
oped it and put this combination back 
to work promptly, we will remain sever- 
al years behind while we attempt to 
cover a field already exploited." 

It is possible to look into the area of 
German flying saucers without refer- 
ence to so-called "established" sources. 
These authors are often targeted for 
attack by skeptics and include Allen 
Harbinson, who has contributed to the 
subject through his exciting series of 
Project Saucer novels and the more 
recent non-fiction paperback "Projekt 
UFO" and Renate Vesco, whose research 
appeared in the late 1960s as a paper- 
back with the title "Intercept But Don't 
Shoot" and later as "Intercept UFO". 
Vesco appears to have cooperated with 
"hidden knowledge" writer David 
Hatcher Childress in the production of 
"Man-Made UFOs - 50 Years of 
Suppression". In addition to these 
books, which are interesting though 
imperfect in their presentation (and 
omission) of the evidence, there are also 
two books written in the 1970s by Ernst 
Zundel under the pseudonym "Mattern 
Friedrich" which were popular for a 
short time within the far-right political 
community and may still be available. 

Zundel himself is a controversial figure 
for a number of obvious reasons which 
include support for anti-Semitic groups, 
his publication of books and magazines 
denying the holocaust, and his links 
with most of the influential neo-Nazi 
groups in Germany, Britain, the USA 
and Canada. His most important book 
on the subject of German flying saucers 
is entitled "UFOs: Nazi Secret 
Weapons". 

Despite the fact that Zundel is a charac- 
ter with whom we have little or noth- 
ing in common from a political point of 
view, his espousal of far-right politics 
neither means that every piece of infor- 
mation in his two books is wrong nor 
that they should be ignored. It is impor- 
tant to realize that Zundel's main pur- 
pose in writing and dissemination these 
books was not primarily an attempt to 
advocate the supposed "superiority" of 
Nazi technologies but to make a fast 
buck. 

In short, Zundel did it for the money, 
and he has made it quite clear that these 



publications are, in his view, not to be 
taken 100% seriously. The skeptics 
point to Zundel as a major source on 
German secret projects despite the fact 
that there are several other books and 
articles, including primary material, 
that have no link with such question- 
able politics. Where we have a situation 
where skeptics will use any tactic, we 
can expect them to claim that any use of 
contemporary German-language mater- 
ial is evidence of "apology" for nazi war 
crimes. This is not the case although we 
do not any longer intend to look over 
our shoulder every time we mention 
German pre-war or 
wartime technology. 
We research this sub- 
ject in order to shed 
new and important 
light on the funda- 
mental reality of 
man-made flying 
saucers. 

The final point to 
bare in mind regard- 
ing this subject is 
that the victors of 
any conflict have a 
head start in writing 
the history books 
and, in the case of 
the immediate after- 
math of the Second 
World War, burying 
or spiriting away 
evidence, docu- 
ments, plans and 
blueprints, actual 
technology and a 
variety of other 
materials that the 

allies did not, and do not, want the pub- 
lic to know about - for a variety of rea- 
sons that may become apparent. 

Despite the fact that the man-made ori- 
gins of flying saucers are of the greatest 
implications in terms of our under- 
standing of postwar history, "man-made 
UFO" researchers have to some extent 

smeared. 

Nevertheless, a great. deal of new infor- 
mation has emerged in recent years and 
there is still more to come. The sugges- 
tion that fifty years after the end of the 
Second World War new information 



cannot emerge because this period has 
been the subject of the most intense 
scrutiny is an illogical one. For any 
number of reasons information can stay 
buried and, beyond mere speculation, 
we know that files relating to the 
Second World War remain locked in the 
deep dark vaults of the Public Records 
Office in Kew, London. Remember this - 
records are routinely held for 30 years 
and can be held for 50, 75 and 100 years 
after the event. By the time they 
emerge they may have been altered, 
edited or sanitized to "protect" the iden- 
tity of those responsible for the imple- 





mentation of policy. One simple exam- 
ple that comes to mind is the emergence 
in recent years of new and credible 
information about the German nuclear 
research programme underway during 
the Second World War. Much of this has 
been the result of research undertaken 
by Philip Henshall who has also con- 
tributed a great deal to our understand- 
ing of advanced German weapons pro- 
jects through his books on the rocket 
research facilities at Pennemunde on the 
Baltic coast. 

Even before the allies landed in 
Normandy in June 1944 special groups 
of language and technical research spe- 
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cialists had been organized in order to 
recover as much of the technological 
hardware and research data relating to 
advanced German weapons. This effort 
was dedicated to getting hold of much 
more than data on the V2 rocket - the 
most obvious and well-known example 
of German scientific expertise. Already, 
through an intelligence estimate passed 
to the allies via a Norwegian source and 
known as the "Oslo Letter", the allies 
were aware of other weapons under 
development and in operation by axis 
powers. These included radio-con- 
trolled bombs, huge guns, rocket 
launchers, new radar systems, long- 
range bombers and torpedoes. It would 
seem that they might also have been 
interested in a circular-wing aircraft 
with Vertical-Take-Off-and Landing 
(VTOL) capabilities. In short, an early 
and relatively primitive flying 
saucer 

In order to make some progress in 
terms of this research it seems necessary 
to avoid using the standard sources - 
Vesco and Harbinson - even though 
some of their information is valid as we 
have seen. Other sources are equally 
intriguing. One source indicates that 
from the mid 1930s there was signifi- 
cant interest in both Vertical-Take Off 
and-Landrng (VTOL) and circular wing 
aircraft. This led to a number of designs 
one of which was the Focke-Wulf 
VTOL.: 

Professor Heinrich Focke was particu- 
larly interested in emerging helicopter 
and autogyro technologies and was 
involved in the design and production 
of the FW6, Fa223, Fa226, Fa283 and 284 
models during the war. The creation of 
the jet engine encouraged him to design 
a propulsion system known as the 
"turbo-shaft" still used in most heli- 
copters today. In 1939 he patented a 
saucer-type aircraft with enclosed twin 
rotors. This was a revolutionary devel- 
opment described as follows: 

"The exhaust nozzle forked in two at 
the end of the engine and ended in two 
auxiliary combustion chambers located 
on the trailing edge of the wing. When 
fuel was added these combustion cham- 
bers they would act as afterburners to 
provide horizontal propulsion to 
Focke's design. The control at low 



speed was achieved by alternately vary- 
ing the power from each auxiliary com- 
bustion chamber." 

This was by no means the only circular 
aircraft. 

Another similar aircraft was the trou- 
bled AS6 partly designed by the leading 
aviation expert in Germany Dr. 
Alexander Lippisch whose work at the 
Gottingen Aviation Institute was leg- 
endary and whose impact upon post- 
war 'UFOs' cannot be underestimated. 
His revolutionary "DM" series of small 
triangular aircraft were built and flown 
in conjunction with students at 
Darmstadt and Munich Universities 
(hence the DM prefix) and used rocket 
propulsion. The plans for these were 
transported to the USA after the war. 
His most advanced design was 
undoubtedly the Lippisch Supersonic 
Hying Wing which, although never 
built, strongly hinted at the triangular 
'UFOs' of the 1980s and 1990s. 

The information about the AS6 (VI) 
emerged in an article written by Hans 
Ebert and Hans Meier based to a certain 
extent upon information and a photo- 
graph provided by German aviation 
expert Wolfgang Spate. (Spate was the 
former Commander of Operational Test 
Unit 16 during the War and more 
recently recognized as a leading avia- 
tion expert. He served in the refounded 
postwar Luftwaffe.) The article, entitled 
"Prototypen - Einselschicksale deutchser 
Flugzeuge, Der Kreisflugler AS6 VI", 
was included in a the respected 
Luftfahrt International in 1980. In cer- 
tain respects the AS6, built by 
Messerschmidt, was based upon simi- 
lar thinking as the Zimmerman V173 
"flying flapjack" - designed for use by 
the US Navy from 1942. The "flying 
flapjack" was far more successful and 
developed at the Chance- Vought works 
in Connecticut and despite its' sup- 
posed limitations was a propeller-dri- 
ven aircraft designed to be flown from 
an aircraft carrier, hence the need for 
Short Take off and Landing (STOL) 
capability. The flapjack was abje to fly 
at low speeds of approximately 40mph. 
The flight envelope was 40-425 mph 
and a more advanced version, the 
XF5U1, was also tested. 



One other important feature of these 
circular wings was an early 'stealth' 
capability. The Horten brothers Reimar 
and Walter, known for their many suc- 
cessful flying wing prototypes, had 
developed a composite wing made of 
plywood held together by sawdust, 
charcoal and glue intended to absorb 
radar waves for use in their H1X model. 

In 1946 Chance- Vought was using a 
similar technique. A skin called 'metal- 
ite' was used in one of its' circular 
wings. Thomas C.Smith, former 
President of the Woods tream 
Corporation and a Perm State graduate 
engineer at the time, reported that he 
had seen a 'flying saucer' (XF5U1?) tak- 
ing off vertically from the Chance- 
Vought facilities in Stratford, 
Connecticut at the time and that it had 
used this composite. This was reported 
last year. 

This means that the circular wing or 
'flying saucer' had a limited stealth 
capability years before the use of Radar 
Absorbent Materials was considered for 
other advanced aircraft.... 

We can certainly dismiss all the non- 
sense so prevalent in various media on 
the subject of German flying saucers 
which relates to the development of cir- 
cular-wing aircraft as the result of 
"occult" or "mystical" beliefs. The truth 
is that the circular wing was designed 
for technical reasons. 

Whilst it is likely that any information 
relating to the limited AS6 would have 
been taken by the allies for examination 
at a later date it would seem that there 
is some evidence to suggest that a more 
advanced jet-powered flying saucer was 
at least designed, if not built, from 
around 1943 onwards. The first source 
is Flight Captain Rudolph Schriever 
who came forward in 1950 and claimed 
that he had worked with a small team 
at facilities near Prague with a view to 
developing a flying saucer-type vehicle. 
The Schriever story first emerged in 
"Der Spiegel" magazine dated March 
30th 1950 entitled "Untertassen-Flieger 
{Combination": 

"A former Luftwaffe captain and aircraft 
designer. Rudolph Schriever, who says 
engineers throughout the world experi-

merited in the early 1940s with "flying 
saucers" is willing to build one for the 
United States in six to nine months. The 
40 year old Prague University graduate 
said he made blueprints for such a 
machine, which he calls a "flying top", 
before Germany's collapse and that the 
blueprints were stolen from his labora- 
tory. He says the machine would be 
capable of 2,600 mph with a radius of 
4,000 miles, Schriever is a US Army dri- 
ver at Bremerhaven." 

This is a most credible story. Schriever 
claimed that the model built for testing 
was completed in 1944 with a view to 
flying it in 1945. Nevertheless, the 
Russian advance ended any hopes of a 
test-flight. 



A 1975 Luftfahrt 
International report took 
these claims seriously 
and noted that after 
Schriever 's death in the 
late 1950s papers found 
amongst his belongings 
had included technical 
drawings of a flying 



Schriever seemed to 
argue that although a 
saucer had existed it had 
not flown. This is contra- 
dicted by a possible eye- 
witness, George Klein. 



He claimed after the war 
in an interview, given on 
November 18th 1954 to 
the Zurich-based "Tages Anzeiger", that 
he had actually seen a flying saucer test 
on 14th February 1945 and that the craft 
had performed remarkably well reach- 
ing an altitude of 30,000ft in 3 minutes 
as well as a high speed of hundreds of 
miles and hour. Despite the fact that 
subsequent information leads us to con- 
clude that a jet-powered flying disc was 
developed at the end of the war Klein 
spoke of a "ray-guided disc". 
Despite this fanciful claim some of the 
things he said made more sense. For 
instance, he claimed that some of the 
work on the flying saucers had taken 
place at Pennemunde. Pennemunde 
was of course the focal point for the 
development of the A4/V2 rocket. 
Interestingly, Klein also claimed that the 



necessary stability for the saucer had 
been attained through the use of a gyro- 
scope. This is exactly the method used 
in the later German rockets developed 
by the Von Braun/Dornberger team. 
What is more, the entire rocket effort 
moved to the Mittlewerke underground 
facilities near Nordhausen in the Harz 
Mountains. It is claimed, by several 
other witnesses, that a flying saucer was 
tested in the vicinity of Kahla In 
Thuringia in early 1945. 

The evidence presented above seems to 
have been taken seriously not only by 
mainstream magazines and national 
newspapers in the 1950s but also by the 
author of "Brighter Than A Thousand 
Suns", Robert Jungk. This is an authori- 
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Ministirium or RLM, TM]. The Air 
Force research workers were in a pecu- 
liar position. They produced interesting 
new types such as the Delta [Lippisch 
and Horten, TM] ..and flying discs. The 
first of these "flying saucers", as they 
were later called - circular in shape, 
with a diameter of some 45 yards - were 
built by the specialists Schriever, 
Habermohl and Miethe. They were first 
airborne on February 14th 1945, over 
Prague and reached in three minutes a 
height of nearly eight miles. They had a 
speed of 1250mph which was doubled 
in subsequent tests. It is believed that 
Habermohl fell into the hands of the 
Russians. Miethe developed at a later 
date similar "flying saucers" at A.V Roe 
and Company for the United States". 



This use of the original 
Schriever story is interest- 
ing if only because the 
author felt that the infor- 
mation was good and war- 
ranted exposure. Given the 
nature of the book, we 
might well ask whether the 
author had any other infor- 
mation that supported the 
claims made as to the char- 
acteristics of the circular 
aircraft. It is up to the read- 
er to decide whether these 
claims make any sense at 
all and more importantly, 
how this might affect our 
understanding of flying 
saucer history 



tative and historical account of the 
development of the Atomic Bomb writ- 
ten by a respected author. The book 
itself, still available and published by 
Harcourt and Brace, received critical 
acclaim from Bertrand Russell, amongst 
others. A section of text on page 87 of 
the paperback edition states: 

"The indifference of Hitler and those 
about him to research in natural sci- 
ences amounted to positive hostility.*" 

The accompanying footnote reads as 
follows: 

"*The only exception to the lack of inter- 
est shown by authority was constituted 
by he Air Ministry [Reichs Luftfahrt 



Until recently, it would 
have been rather safer and perhaps 
more sensible to argue that although 
various prototype saucers existed in 
whatever form they were never tested. 
Safety is often the best policy given the 
shark infested waters of modern-day 
UFO research. However, thanks to three 
years of painstaking research by UK 
astronomy, aviation and photographic 
expert Bill Rose which included on-site 
research in Germany, Canada and 
America we now know a great deal 
more. Initially Rose felt, like many skep- 
tics, that the evidence for German flying 
saucer (and UFO) reality was very 
shaky.

He's a retired colonel of the U.S. 
Air Force, jet pilot and former pro- 
fessor of air science and tactics at 
Yale University. During the 
Kennedy years, he was chief of 
special operations for the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. He was directly in 
charge of the global system designed 
to provide military support for the 
clandestine activities of the CIA. 

ParaNet: Tell us about project 
Paperclip. 

Prouty: At the end of WWII, we 
knew that there were numbers of 
German and other European scien- 
tists who were very advanced in 
certain fields. In fact, the evidence 
of rocket aircraft that the Germans 
had flown, scientists had flown, and 
for some reason, we didn't have 
quite as much experience in that 
area. So men like that, like Werner 
Von Braun, were all brought to the 
U.S. We had to have regular aircraft 
pick them up - thousands of them - 
that were not in the scheduled sys- 
tem, and it happened to be my job 
in those days to send the aircraft 
over to pick up these men. The idea 
was that we might just as well capi- 
talize on what they already knew, 
rather than work our way up 
through it. I talked a lot to Von 
Braun, and he said that he was mad 
at Hitler because Hitler wouldn't 
use the nuclear weapons the way 
they ought to be used. 



ParaNet: You've talked about 
operation MK-ULTRA, which was 
the CIA's mind control experimenta- 
tion. The country was shocked in the 
70's to learn that the CIA had experi- 
mented with drugs on unwitting 
American citizens. What was the 
thrust of behavioral modification pro- 
grams that the CIA was looking into? 

Prouty: That is a very important 
question. The CIA was not 
designed to do mind control work. 
By the latter part of the 1950's, the 
CIA was given the job of MK- 
ULTRA, which is mind control 
work. I have that material, and I 
would recommend to any of you 
who are interested that you check 
out the work of Walter Bowart, who 
wrote the book "Mind Control". 

ParaNet: Who gave the orders to 
the CIA to do this? 

Prouty: When they realized that 
this resource [mind control] was 
available, various committees in the 
government convinced the National 
Security Council that we should 
study this. They decided to make 
the CIA responsible for it. 

ParaNet: Do you know why the 
occult figures so prominently in MK- 
ULTRA? 

Prouty: Well, first of all because it's 
so effective when it's done the way 
they do it. I must make clear that I 
retired in 1964, and there's an awful 
lot that's happened since then. But 
it was clear to me back then, that a 
large number are from operation 
Paperclip. 

ParaNet: Would it be fair to say 



that what they perfected under the 
experimental phases could be oper- 
ational today? 

Prouty: Oh, there's no question 
about that! Not just our own pro- 
gram, but others in the world - the 
Soviets, the Chinese, the British. 
And they meet together! At that 
level, when you're talking about 
something so dangerous, it's not a 
military agreement you have to get 
together, they have to agree on what 
their limits are if they think that 
humanity is going to stay together. 
Some of these things are extremely 
dangerous and extremely powerful 
depending on who's got control of 
them. 

ParaNet: What do you see that 
has happened in this country since 
you retired in 1964? 

Prouty: There is power in the 
banking industry that we don't 
know enough about. It's a very 
strong function. If you control the 
money, you control what goes on in 
the world. The world is becoming 
more one- wo rid than ever before. 
Whether the people that are doing 
this are doing it for the benefit of the 
world or for themselves is up for 
conjecture. 

ParaNet: Could a one world gov- 
ernment become a reality? 

Prouty: Well of course. There are 
weapons out there that are far 
beyond anything that's ever been 
used and it might be done by other 
means - people better understand 
this business of mind control and 
what it can do because it isn't just 
mind control - they can create a type 
of illness that people get that makes 
them do certain things that they 
wouldn't be doing otherwise. It's 
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"human control" - the control of 
humanity. I've known some of the 
leaders in this, and we are overlook- 
ing it too much. 

ParaNet: How do we stop this? 

Prouty: Education. The more peo- 
ple know about it, the better chance 
we have to control it. But if people 
think it 7 s just something about of 
comic strips, nothing will happen. 
Without knowledge you can't go too 
far in any subject. For example, this 
country has a very inefficient trans- 
portation system. We should have 
trains running 250 miles per hour. 
Japan has done this with no acci- 
dents. We should be able to do this 
too, and we should have the best in 
the world, but we don't. Our school 
system is far below where it should 
be. Our infrastructure should be the 
best in the world. I know of aircraft 
that have been flown that are much 
better than what's flying now. We 
have the knowledge. We need a bet- 
ter money system than the Federal 
Reserve. And it goes on and on. . . 

ParaNet: Any comments on the 
subject of UFOs? 

Prouty: When I was in Tokyo, I 
was commander of a squadron that 
flew back and forth from Tokyo to 
Hawaii during the Korean War. In 
that period, I received a personal 
Top Secret memorandum from 
Washington saying that if any crew 
members saw anything unusual in 
the air, they were to report it imme- 
diately and we were to question 
them thoroughly and then send that 
report to a certain office in the Air 
Force. I had a captain of a C-54 
come in who had just arrived from 
Honolulu and he said "Sir, I'll have 
to talk to you about something we 
saw when we were coming past 
Midway. My crew saw it. I had 60 
passengers on my plane and they 
were excited about it." These things 
happened. How do you explain an

Under a U.S. covert project called 
"Paperclip" (http:/ / www.de. peach- 
net.edu/~shale/humanities/ compo- 
sition/ assignments/ experiment/ pa 
perclip.html) U.S. officials brought 
German scientists to the United 
States after World War Two. These 
scientists, who served the Third 
Reich until the Allied invasion, 
designed fantastic aircraft and 
weapons, even though few of these 
aircraft were actually built or tested 
by the Reich. The U.S. military, 
seduced by German engineering 
ingenuity, enlisted these scientists to 
work on the secret Y-2 aircraft, 
termed "Project Silverbug." The Y-2 
aircraft, also known as a "VTO" 
"flat-riser" aircraft was an attempt to 
eliminate the use of a runway.

Logic says E.T. visits a high proba- 
bility 

Scientists speculate that we are less 
than 200 years away from inter-stel- 
lar space travel. That's not that far 
off. So lets just say that one out of a 
million of those intelligent civiliza- 
tions, have achieved interstellar 
travel. That would mean that there 
are over 4,000,000 intelligent civi- 
lizations in our universe with the 
knowledge and power to reach our 
planet. 

So have they visited us? That has 
yet to be proven but I do know one 
thing. With more and more scientific 
discoveries emerging, the believers 
are starting to have a better case 
than skeptics. 

Based on the logic cited in the above 
post and the assumption that there 
are 4,000,000 = 4xlO A 6 intelligent 
space travelling civs in our universe 
is true, it is almost certain that none 
even know we exist, let alone have 
traveled here. Read on... 

Part of the problem with the previ- 
ous post's logic is that of one of 
these "civilizations" "finding" us in 
the first place. It makes finding a 



needle in a haystack childsplay. The 
intelligent life would have to be 
within 

about 100 light years from us and 
probably closer, because that's as 
long as we have been transmitting 
electromagnetic energy (i.e. a hom- 
ing beacon) mat could be considered 
"intelligent". (Based on some of the 
radio/ tv shows produced, that's 
debatable too: You will find that the 
number of intelligent space travel- 
ling civs in that smaller volume of 
space would be extremely less than 
the number 4xl0 A 6. Reduce that 
new lower number by the % chance 
they would even be able to detect 
our faint emissions and the number 
you get is so close to zero it's not 
funny! Or not. Read on for a small 
bit of math to illustrate. 

Just to give you an idea of how 
much to reduce the number 4x1 0 A 6, 
find the fraction of the volume of a 
100 light year sphere to that of the 
volume of the entire universe, and 
that is the fraction of the intelligent 
civs in our little piece of the uni- 
verse. This assumes a homogeneous 
distribution of intelligent civs in the 
universe of course, which the origi- 
nal number assumes anyway. 
Considering the most distant objects 
are on the order of billions of light 
years, we could say for the sake of 
argument that a lower bound on the 
size of the universe is on the order 
of 10 A 9 light years. So 10 A 2 / 10 A 9

Volume is proportional to r A 3, so 
(10 A -7) A 3 = 10 A -21. So the number 
of space travelling civs in that small- 
er volume of space would be 
approximately 4xlO A 6/10 A -21 or 
4xlO A -15. That is one *helluva* lot 
less than 1. 

Spelled out: 0.000000000000004 
intelligent space travelling civiliza- 
tions, in our little 100 light year 
sphere around our little blue ball we 
call earth. Even if volume weren't 
proportional to r A 3 and just r, it 



would still be 0.1 civilizations, but 
we know that volume is r A 3, so its 
really less than one to understate it 
just a bit!

Nevertheless, and without reference to 
the UFO community in his personal 
quest for the truth, he was able to use 
his expert technical knowledge to fol- 
low up leads and to make significant 
progress. 

First of all he was able to discover that 
Dr. Walter Miethe, whom all sources 
agree was involved with Schriever, 
Klaus Habermohl and Giuseppe 
Belluzzo (an Italian engineer) had been 
the Director of the saucer programme at 
two facilities located outside Prague. In 
May 1945, after testing of the prototype 
had taken place, both Miethe and 
Schriever were able to flee in the direc- 
tion of Allied forces. Habermohl was 
captured by Soviet forces and spirited 
East where he ended up working on 
various aviation projects quite probably 
at facilities located outside Moscow. 

It would seem that Klaus Habermohl 
was the man who developed the radial- 
flow jet engine, described in various 
articles as a system of "adjustable" noz- 
zles, of great significance just ten years 
later. (Radial-flow allowed for VTOL 
performance and used the little-known 
"Coanda" effect. ) Rose learned that not 
only had test flights taken place but that 
film footage of these had been taken. 
This had always been rumored and 
makes perfect sense given the nazi 
fetish for keeping records on every- 
thing. The footage, of good quality, has 
subsequently been stored in a secure 
location and shown only to a handful of 
people. Rose was shown some stills 
taken from the original film and given 
his expert photo-technical background 
concluded, after careful consideration, 
that this was probably real and histori- 
cal footage. He calculated that the craft 
was around half the size claimed in 
Klein's report. The saucer, rather less 
contoured and sleek than postwar 
artists' impressions might suggest (and 
unlike Bob Lazar's S4 "Sports Model"!), 
was perhaps 75ft in diameter. The 
saucer was shown in flight above the 
runway over the heads of a couple of 
observers. 

Although this is in itself of the greatest 
significance other more contradictory 
evidence has emerged. One of the peo- 
ple that Rose met had good information 



about the February test flight and was 
able to confirm that several people had 
seen the test-flight - as we might expect. 

; It was said that Schriever himself had 
piloted the test craft. This does seems 

: sensible (and logical) given Schriever's 
background in the Luftwaffe - although 
it is at variance with his own account. 
One can only speculate as to why this 
may be. It should be pointed out that 
the performance characteristics of this 
jet-powered aircraft have probably been 
exaggerated and although it might have 
been technically possible given further 
research and development to approach 
supersonic speeds, this was almost cer- 
tainly not achieved in February 1945. 
Finally, it seems as if Klein himself was 
centrally involved in the saucer project 
and may indeed have had responsibili- 
ties for procurement. 

We know a little more about Dr.Miethe. 
One of the important pieces of informa- 
I tion came in the form of a rare group 
photograph showing various young 
German scientists in 1933. The photo- 
graph shows Werner von Braun and 
Walter Miethe. It would seem that these 
two knew each other well. During the 
War various lists of "wanted" German 
scientists were drawn up. One of these 
was the "Black List" used by Counter 
Intelligence Corps and Combined Allied 
Field Teams (CAFT) as they moved 
through Germany from 1944 in order to 
help them get hold of the important sci- 
entific personnel. 

Dr.von Braun was certainly at the top of 
the list and if Miethe and he were old 
friends and had cooperated on early 
rocket projects, there is little doubt that 
Miethe would have been a target too. 
Nevertheless, his work near Prague put 
him out of reach and only through 
Miethe's own efforts did the allied 
teams get their hands on him. 

The immediate postwar is critical to an 
understanding of both the myth and 
reality of flying saucers or UFOs. One 
thing is for sure: hundreds of nazi scien- 
tists as well as intelligence personnel , 
many of whom had been involved in 
the abuse of thousands of slave labor- 
ers, were transported via Operation 
Paperclip (so named after the original 
designation Overcast was compro- 
I mised). Many of these technical person- 
j nel were sent initially to Fort Bliss in 
Texas. From here they were farmed out, 



according to their ability and expertise, 
to the many advanced scientific facili- 
ties dotted throughout the USA and 
Canada. 

Interestingly, Chance- Vought, builder of 
both the V173 and XF5U1 prototypes, 
moved its' base of operations to Texas 
in early 1947. The company seems to 
have been less than candid at this early 
stage about the true nature and extent 
of its' involvement in flying saucers. 
The official story of the demise of the 
XF5U1 - that there was no interest in 
developing a propeller driven aircraft 
from 1948 after the advent of jets - is 
now in question. It would seem that a 
I jet-powered version using Allison J33 
: engines was actually test-flown at 
Muroc Field in 1947 . The history books 
tell us that the propeller-driven version 
was to be tested here before the pro- 
gramme was cancelled. Nevertheless, 
our understanding of the situation is 
that technical drawings of the jet-pow- 
ered version have now surfaced 
through a series of Freedom Of 
Information Act requests. Given the 
overall design of this craft and the 
many sightings of flying saucers in New 
Mexico and the Western seaboard in the 
late 1940s it is safe to concluded that the 
sightings related to a saucer of terrestri- 
al origin with limited performance char- 
acteristics. 

The best of these are arguably the sight- 
ings over Muroc Field reported by serv- 
ing military personnel on 8th July 1947 
and the subject of subsequent internal 
investigation which revealed that the 
object seen was disc-shaped moving at 
around 300 miles per hour. 

The military witnesses Gerald Neuman 
and Joseph Ruvolo stated that in their 
opinion this was a man-made aircraft 
travelling at only 300 miles per hour 
and this view was supported by a civil- 
ian witness named Lenz. 

Similar objects were seen - many of 
them in and around the White Sands 
Proving Ground where we know for 
sure that many of the Paperclip scien- 
tists were working. It is probable that 
at this stage people were seeing a US- 
built circular-wing aircraft and only 
gradually, in the late 1940s/early 1950s, 
were German advances incorporated 
into the overall saucer programme. 
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After all, military historians agree that a 
huge amount of material was recovered 
from facilities in Germany and it took a 
great deal of time and effort to collate 
this. We know both from Gerald K 
Haines report and from the recently 
declassified (1995) Air Technical 
Intelligence Centre report on "Project 
Silver Bug" that prototype saucers were 
actually test-flown (obviously before 
1955) in order to determine their useful- 
ness in terms of future dispersed base 
operations designed to reduce vulnera- 
bility to Russian air attack. Hence the 
possible use of VTOL aircraft from cam- 
ouflaged facilities. 

I also suggest that the sightings report- 
ed by military personnel during the 
1952 'Operation Mainbrace' may have 
related to a similar flying saucer proto- 
type. It seems to me that such a major 
exercise would offer an excellent oppor- 
tunity for testing and evaluation. 

Given that we now believe that Klaus 
Habermohl designed the first radial- 
flow engine, a revolutionary develop- 
ment by any standards (even today) in 
1943, it is likely that within a few years 
progress had been made although the 
advanced nature of the engine made 
only for slow progress. The incorpora- 
tion of a radial-flow engine using the 
Coanda Effect in combination with a 
circular wing made this a weapon 
worth keeping secret. 

The jet-powered circular wing and the 
Silver Bug craft were two out of three 
variations upon a theme. 
There were two Silver Bug prototypes, 
Projects Y and Y2, the first using a stan- 



dard axial flow engine, the second the 
more advanced type. "Project Y" was 
also designated P724 (P being the AV 
Roe Company project number) and was 
in fact a hybrid saucer/ AVRO Arrow 
(the Arrow was an advanced supersonic 
aircraft cancelled in the early 1960s sup- 
posedly after the US pressurized on the 
Canadian government). 

The existence of projects beyond the 
limited Avrocar adds further weight to 
the suggestion that Avrocar was little 
more than a cover for much more 
advanced aircraft. Let us be quite clear 
on this point: Both Projects Y and Y2 
were separate and distinct from the 
Avrocar and in fact the evidence further 
suggests that the craft test-flown near 
Prague in February 1945 was actually 
more advanced! It is interesting to note 
that proponents of the extra-terrestrial 
hypothesis tend to use the failed 
Avrocar programme as evidence that 
flying saucers "must be" of ET origin. 
We must now dismiss such misleading 
conclusions. 

On a separate note and in view of the 
suggestion that underground facilities 
have been built in the postwar period it 
now seems that in certain cases these 
were used to house small numbers of 
flying saucer-type aircraft. This is not to 
say that they were located in the wilds 
of Canada but more likely within the 
White Sands Proving Ground and later 
on or near the Groom Lake facilities in 
the Nevada Desert. Whilst the man- 
made reality of flying discs has been 
hijacked by Bob Lazar, John Lear and a 
generation of US Ufologists, it seems as 
if the remote nature of Groom dry Lake 



bed was considered both with flying 
saucers and the U2 spyplane in mind. 

There is no doubt that all kinds of weird 
and wonderful aircraft are tested from 
Groom Lake but in terms of flying 
saucers it seems as if they may have 
arrived in 1959/60. The facilities there, 
although home to secret CIA and possi- 
bly National Reconnaissance Office 
(NRO) aircraft have primarily been 
operated as US Air Force Flight Test 
Centre Detachment 3 (AFFTC Det 3). 
AFFTC is headquartered at Edwards 
Air Force Base, formerly Muroc Field. It 
is vital for the reader to understand that 
Silver Bug, Project Y and in fact all the 
saucer programmes we now know 
about had very strong links with the US 
Air Force. 

In fact, Dr.Miethe worked primarily for 
the USAF even though he was sub-con- 
tracted to AVRO - possibly as a cover 
for the real efforts underway in the USA 
whereby the design work was under- 
taken in Canada and the majority of test 
flights within US borders. Having said 
that there was a mention of Canadian 
saucers made in several newspaper arti- 
cles and books in the early 1950s. Even 
Donald Keyhoe notes a conversation 
with an "informed" source on this sub- 
ject in his populist "Flying Saucers From 
Outer Space" (1953). 

More interesting was an article featured 
in Look magazine dated June 14th 1955 
(Volume 19) which featured a design 
study for a flying saucer produced by 
Thomas Turner, an British aeronautical 
engineer with Republic Aviation 
Corporation. It would seem that Turner 
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might have had some knowledge of 
Silver Bug if only because his proposal 
for a flying saucer was almost exactly 
the same as the ATIC aircraft. In addi- 
tion Turner's proposal includes use of 
the Coanda effect and the placing of a 
pilot in a prone position in order to 
allow for high acceleration and quick 
turns. 

Both these would seem to come from an 
understanding of German projects the 
skeptics deny existed. Other notable 
features of the article include the use of 
language, for instance the following 
which reminds us of the introduction to 
the Project Silver Bug report 

"Future airports built for vertically ris- 
ing flying saucers would have no need 
of the long, vulnerable runway's 
today's fighters require. The complete 
operation could go underground. 
Tunnels with take-off shafts set into the 
ground, complete with maintenance 
bays, fuel and crew quarters, would be 
bombproofed shelters for a saucer 
squadron. The shafts would be sealed 
after take-off for camouflage and pro- 
tection." 

This sounds rather like the need for dis- 
persed base operations discussed in the 
Silver Bug document. I further suggest 
that we now have a possible primary 
source for Renate Vesco's insistence that 
flying saucer bases were situated in the 
wilds of Canada in a 'remote area of 
British Columbia'. A picture of such a 
saucer base is shown in the article and 
reproduced in this report. The quality is 
not that good: 

The article quoted Brigadier General 
Benjamin Kelsey (Deputy Director, Air 
Force Research and Development) who 
commented that a major problem was 
the existence of longer runways for the 
modern fighter and how these were 
vulnerable and might be destroyed 
through a single crippling enemy strike. 
Hence the need for VTOL operations. 
The article included above is of the 
utmost importance: in the mid-1950s at 
the same time that both the US Air 
Force and CIA were attempting to play 
down the significance of flying saucer 
and UFO reports there is substantial 
evidence to suggest that design teams 
were building and testing flying saucer 



Although it has proved difficult to find 
out about the reality or otherwise of a 
separate saucer-testing facility situated 
at Papoose Lake within Area 51 Bill 
Rose has been given information that 
this was the HQ for much saucer proto- 
type testing and that several accidents 
and crashes resulted from use of early 
radial-flow engines. 

More recently the unusual story of 
archeologist and historian Jerry 
Freeman emerged in a series if article 
published in the well-known Las Vegas 
Sun newspaper. Simply stated, Freeman 
wanted to find evidence of a 19th 
Century pioneer wagon train known as 
"the lost '49ers". Unfortunately for him, 
and for history, their remains lay within 
the boundaries of 
Area 51! 
Undeterred, 
Freeman decided 
to go on an expe- 
dition into the 
twilight zone and 
after several days 
reached Papoose 
Dry Lake. 

He saw a security 
vehicle in the 
exact same place 
that the claimed 
S4 facilities were 
hidden and also 
thought that he 
saw come sort of 
door opening in 
the rock face. It is possible, that elec- 
trogravitic systems have been tested 
both at the Papoose and Groom Lake 
facilities. 

It might be sensible, at this stage, to 
note the existence of several texts on the 
question of future propulsion systems 
for flying discs written in the 1950s. 
One of these, entitled "Electrogravitics 
Systems" mentions a research project 
called "Project Winterhaven" undertak- 
en in 1952 in order to validate Thomas 
Townsend Browns' "Bief eld-Brown" 
effect. The report in question makes for 
fascinating reading and states that: 

"Using a number of assumptions as to 
the nature of gravity, the report postu- 
lated a saucer as the basis of a possible 



interceptor with Mach 3 capability. 
Creation of a local gravitational system 
would confer upon the fighter the 
sharp-edged changes of motion typical 
in space." 
And that 

"Glenn Martin say gravity control could 
be achieved in six years, but they add 
that it would entail a Manhattan District 
type effort to bring it about" 

The reader will perhaps not be sur- 
prised to learn that once again this 
report was kept away from public view 
for some 35 years by Air Force 
Aeronautical Laboratories 

at Wright Patterson AFB! It was 

declassified and made available through 
the Technical Library in the early 1990s. 



Whatever the final truth of the matter, 
we have done enough to establish that 
flying saucers grew from separate and 
distinct German-American projects 
begun in World War Two. 

Relatively primitive German discs must 
have been developed partly because of 
the failure of the Luftwaffe to defend 
Axis airfields from allied bombing and 
the resulting need for VTOL operation . 
The V173 that became the XF5U1 and 
later a jet-powered "flying pancake" was 
born out of a US Navy requirement for 
an STOL aircraft 

So why the secrecy? 

A number of simple answers emerge: 
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firstly the radial-flow engine is still 
advanced today. It allows for supersonic 
flight and tremendous VTOL perfor- 
mance. A revolutionary propulsion 
technology, electrostatics, might threat- 
en the economic status quo. A circular 
wing offers good stealth capability and 
effective handling at low speeds. 
According to the Silver Bug documenta- 
tion, radial-flow allows for an aircraft to 
perform a range of staggering maneu- 
vers including flying edge-on - a char- 
acteristic noted in numerous flying 
saucer/ UFO sightings. 

It would seem that even if the most 
straightforward flying saucer stories are 
to be believed then these aircraft have 
been used primarily as high-perfor- 



Although Paperclip may have resulted 
in technological achievements the moral 
position is certainly open to question. 

It would seem that the Soviets may 
have had their saucers too and 
undoubtedly more is to emerge from 
the archives there. As a result the US 
would undoubtedly have been con- 
cerned to build the similar and compet- 
ing aircraft that was Silver Bug. Once 
again, such Soviet work would have 
been based upon recovered German, 
not alien, technologies and there has 
been some suggestion that the Soviets 
did indeed develop flying saucers. Jan 
Aldrich's "Project 1947" has sought to 
collate information about early flying 
saucers sightings and media reports. 
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mance reconnaissance vehicles. 

The psychological effects of seeing a fly- 
ing saucer could only be heightened if it 
was "unknown" to the observer - an air- 
craft that did not appear in anything 
more than pulp fiction tracts about terri- 
fying close encounters with aliens and 
which was regarded pretty much as a 
product of science fiction not science 
fact. Never forget the CIA memoran- 
dum circulated in 1952 by Director 
Walter B.Smith which noted the possi- 
ble use of flying saucers for the purpos- 
es of psychological warfare. 

There is also the whole, and unresolved, 
political question of the mass trans- 
portation of nazi scientists and their 
families, some with dubious wartime 
records, to the USA under the secret 
Paperclip programme. Although the 
existence of Paperclip was known in the 
early postwar period the actual shock- 
ing details of the deals between victor 
and vanquished led to great concern 
particularly by those who survived the 
horrors of concentration camps and/ or 
forced labor under German occ 



One of these reports may have originat- 
ed via Project Wringer, a postwar effort 
tasked with interviewing military, 
industrial and other personnel of former 
Axis countries, Prisoners of War held in 
the Soviet Union and other Eastern Bloc 
nations or displaced persons with intel- 
ligence or military information. Jan 
Aldrich found the following report 
whilst undertaking research at the US 
National Archives: 

"10. SOURCE: EP 134892, Rpt. No. 5418- 
47758 dated 19th January 1954. Date of 
Observation: May 1953. 

"Preamble: During his internment in 
PW camp #1 in STALINGRAD (48/42N 
44/30E) SOURCE ????? some ???? of 
general interest and ??? allegedly 
observed a couple of flying saucers. 
SOURCE was always interned in the 
camp. He understood a little Russian." 

"Flying saucers: SOURCE emphasized 
that he had never seen or heard any- 
thing of flying saucers before he 
observed two of them on a dusty morn- 



ing over Stalingrad in May 1953 when 
he was on guard within the camp. He 
observed them in a rather high altitude 
flying fast in one direction, one follow- 
ing the other. Thinking they had some- 
thing to do with scientific research of 
Russia he forgot about his observation 
until he came back home in Oct.1953 
and saw designs of flying saucers in 
West European magazines. He could 
not provide further details." 

It is difficult to know what to make of 
such reports except to point out that 
they were taken seriously by operatives 
within the intelligence community. In 
fact, all the evidence we have - some of 
which is included in my forthcoming 
book entitled UFO Revelation - is that 
in the early 1950s there was a reorienta- 
tion of thinking relating to flying saucer 
sightings whereby the CIA, particularly, 
chose to concentrate upon attacking the 
veracity of flying saucer reports by 
doubting the credibility of the witness. 
At the same time, the Agency knew, as 
Haines admits, that saucer prototypes 
were under construction. 

Study of the many CIA documents 
made available through FOIA requests 
indicates that the CIA was misleading 
the public. The Agency often directed 
requests for information on flying 
saucer sightings to the Air Technical 
Intelligence Centre (ATIC) at Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base. Whilst both 
the Agency and ATIC were claiming 
that they were unable to determine the 
origin of flying saucers ATIC/WADC 
were working upon Silver Bug - and 
maybe more besides. In addition to this, 
Project Grudge had recently been 
downgraded (March 1952) and redesig- 
nated Blue Book and this was head- 
quartered at Wright-Patterson Air 

Force Base!!. In any case Blue Book 
investigators were unable to explain 
away some 701 of 12,918 sightings they 
investigated. Project Blue Book was 
downgraded through the 1950s to the 
stage where there was only a handful of 
personnel working on UFO sightings. 

In fact, according to David Jacobs, the 
downgrading took place after 
September 1953 and went hand in hand 
with Air Force regulation 200-2 which 
stated that local Air Force base com- 
manders could only discuss sightings if 
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they had been solved and that any oth- 
ers should be classified. Jacobs also 
notes that February 1955 (Silver Bug 
was released from ATIC-WADC on the 
15th February) was of significance 
because ATIC sought to explain away as 
many sightings as possible and to leave 
no unsolved cases. 

Project Blue Book Special Report 
Number 14 , dated May 5th, 1955 and 
release in October determined that; 

"On the basis of this study we believe 
that no objects such as those popularly 
described as flying saucers have over- 
flown the United States." 

We now know that this was a lie: 

"CIA officials knew that the British and 
Canadians were already experimenting 
with "flying saucers". Project Y was a 
Canadian-British-US developmental 
operation to produce a non-convention- 
al flying-saucer-type aircraft, and 
Agency official feared that the Soviets 
were testing similar devices." 

The downgrading and the debunking of 
UFO reports was deliberate and took 
place at exactly the same time that the 
US was working upon advanced flying 
saucers. Once this is understood and 
established the official attitudes towards 
flying saucer sightings make more 
sense. Secrecy, and perhaps even para- 
noia, appear to have gripped the intelli- 
gence community and the USAF: even 
now, some forty five years after Silver 
Bug was test-flown former project 
workers remain tight-lipped. We can 
only conclude that silence in this case 
indicates particularly advanced tech- 



nologies and the need to keep a lid on 
the details relating to them. 

One could easily make a case that the 
development and debunking of flying 
saucers was undertaken at Wright- 
Patterson Air Force Base and it is to be 
hoped that this document will encour- 
age people with information about US 
saucer projects to come forward. It is up 

thinking, to come to terms with man- 
made flying saucer reality and the 
ongoing cover-up relating to it... 

The case for man-made UFOs is 
stronger than ever whereas the evidence 
for "alien flying saucers" is wholly 
untenable. We have introduced here a 
new line of research and a new perspec- 
tive on UFO reality. Beyond the fantas- 
tic claims and mystification of UFOs 
too many UFO "researchers" the pain 
truth is that flying saucers were, and 
are, a tremendous human technical 
achievement. The truth is that serious 
research exists only beyond the unfortu- 
nate skeptic-believer dialectic. 

Surely it is to the military-industrial 
complex and not the heavens above that 
we should look for the origins of the 
flying saucer
